campaign by the Somerset Waste Partnership, encourag¬ 
ing more recycling as “nonsense” when the facility was 
due for the chop. One protester commented that the 
doorstep system only covered a small amount of recycla¬ 
ble items and they would still need to go to Chard if they 
wanted to recycle more, which many people would not 
bother to do. 

A petition is still running in the town council offices 
which will be taken to County Hall for their Cabinet 
meeting on December 15th.

Community pitches in at shoebox warehouse 


A S SHOEBOXES full of gifts for Op¬ 
eration Christmas Child flood into the 
distribution warehouse in Ilminster, 
volunteers have been working daily to check 
and pack every donation which will be wend¬ 
ing its way to Romanian children. 

After concerns earlier in the year that a 
warehouse may be difficult to find, the closure 
of Doblexpress became a saviour for the char¬ 
ity and their warehouse off Station Road be¬ 
came the perfect place, thanks to owners 
Anthony and Jacqui Buke. The site is off road 
and on high ground which has made deliveries 
easier and will be better for the large truck 
which will take the boxes away on Monday, 
December 6th. 

District co-ordinators Pamela Hodge and 
Elizabeth Bilham, together with collection co¬ 
ordinator Jon Swift, have been working over¬ 
time to make sure everything runs according 
to plan and have been helped by a small army 
of volunteers who have been in the warehouse 
from 10am until 3pm daily. 

The group from Sweet Sensations in the 
town have been helping sort the boxes, to¬ 
gether with a group from Bridgwater College. 
Tesco community champion Nicky D’Ath has 
also pitched in and brought along some shop¬ 
ping trolleys to make moving things around 
the warehouse easier. 

Every box is checked to see if a little extra 
can be slipped in, things like combs and hair 
clips, miniature soaps and shampoos, anything 
to make sure they all go off with every inch 
filled. The warehouse which is the main dis¬ 
tribution point for the whole TA and BA postal 


code areas has been extremely cold for the 
workers but as the ladies said, the children 
who are receiving the shoeboxes will be sleep¬ 
ing in much worse every night. 

Mr Swift said a director of Superdrug is a 
big supporter of the scheme and has had their 
lorries diverted to make drops at the ware¬ 
house. The Ilminster Lions have also donated 
£200 worth of extra items for the boxes. 

When readers are enjoying Christmas parties 
this year, Operation Christmas Child would 
like them to bear in mind that all those novelty 
items that come in the crackers and usually 
end up discarded, such as balloons, nail clip¬ 
pers, jewellery, yoyos, key rings, and pocket 
mirrors are all things that are useful fillers. Or 
perhaps a gift that is in a nice little box can 
be re-used as a “treasure box”. Ribbons, 
string and rubber bands are also welcome. Pill 
pots can be decorated and filled with fun 
things and the string bags to go in the laundry 
and, of course, save shoeboxes for next year. 
If you do not have time to fill them someone 
else will. Oddments of wool can make squares 
for blankets, scarves or simple fingerless mit¬ 
tens. 

From 3,000 boxes to the original Romanian 
children’s home 20 years ago to 1.2million last 
year, Samaritan’s Purse took over the opera¬ 
tion nationally in 1995 and now distributes to 
other disaster zones, including Haiti for the 
first time this year. The Ilminster team said 
the local shipment will be going to Romania, 
as sadly 20 years on they are still needed there. 
They would iike to thank everyone who has 
contributed to this very worthy operation.

Partnership for school 
sports to be scrapped 


LOCAL schools are calling for the 
public to support them in preventing 
the withdrawal of the South East 
Somerset School Sports Partnership 
which has brought a range of extra¬ 
curricular activities and alternative 
sport to schools in the Crewkerne, 
Chard and Ilminster area and be¬ 
yond. 

Partnership Development Manager 
Rob Treacher said: “Michael Gove, 
Minister for Education, has decided 
to cut all funding for School Sports 
Partnerships from 2011. 

“For the last three years, South East 
Somerset School Sport Partnership 
has been working with the Maiden 
Beech Cluster to support their work 
through PE and school sport, to en¬ 
hance opportunities for young people 
and to help change children’s lives. 

“The provision of staff training, de¬ 
velopment of competition structures, 
alternative after school activities and 
additional coaches, support for gifted 
and talented students, links with 
community sport and national gov¬ 
erning bodies of sport and develop¬ 
ment of leadership training have all 
had a huge impact on pupils involve¬ 
ment in PE and sport as well as im¬ 
proving their potential for academic 
achievement and development as 
young adults. 

“The Government has stated that 
they expect schools to make the best 
decisions for the young people they 
serve without the constraints of na¬ 
tionally dictated programmes. There 
is a real danger in financially con¬ 
strained times, that without dedicated 
funding, much of the work around 
PE and sport could disappear. 

“However, the School Sports Part¬ 
nership still sees this as an enormous 
opportunity for schools to deliver an 
even more personalised programme 
of support for young people so they 
can reach their full potential in all as¬ 
pects of life. By visiting our website 
www.sesomersetssco.co.uk you can 
also find other ways you can help - 
from filling in short on-line question¬ 
naires to joining national campaigns 
to fight the cuts.” 

School Sports Coordinator Bob 
Brunt said: “I have taught at Maiden 
Beech for almost 40 years with my 
years as an SSCO being the most re¬ 
warding time of my teaching career. 

“It has given the opportunity to 
provide funding for all schools to¬ 
wards improving playtimes through 
purchase of equipment and leader¬ 
ship schemes, funding and organis¬ 
ing festivals for all age groups in 
various sports. The partnership has

provided specialist coaches for 
schools to support teachers’ profes¬ 
sional development both during 
school time and extra-curricular ac¬ 
tivities. 

“Over the last three years figures 
have continually increased on num¬ 
bers involved in active opportunities 
in and out of school where so much 
work has been done in creating path¬ 
ways to local sporting clubs includ¬ 
ing Crewkerne Rugby, North Perrott 
Cricket, Merriott Youth Football 
(now with a home at Maiden Beech), 
Misterton Tennis, The Aqua Centre,

Headteacher praised in'good'Ofsted report 


ST MARY and St Peter’s CE VC Primary 
School, which has bases at Ilton and Barring¬ 
ton near Ilminster, has recently received an 
inspection report from Ofsted with an overall 
judgement of a “good” school with some 
“outstanding features” and the inspectors 
recognised all the improvements since the 
last inspection three years ago. 

The inspectors observed ten lessons and 
said teaching that was: “consistently good” 
with “outstanding elements”. 

The report went on: “The principles of For¬ 
est School enhance the provision for personal 
and social skills. Enrichment of the curricu¬ 
lum is extensive for such a small school and 
pupils benefit from trips, visitors and many 
extra-curricular activities, especially sport 
and music. They show their appreciation by 
the high take-up of all that is on offer. Music 
is a particular strength. 

“The curriculum is stimulating and inter¬ 


esting, and tasks are challenging for all abil¬ 
ity groups, including those with special needs 
and/or disabilities. Teachers have high expec¬ 
tations of pupils’ work and behaviour and one 
pupil stated: ‘We are expected to do our 
best! ’ All of this has resulted in pupils mak¬ 
ing good progress and reaching above aver¬ 
age attainment by the time they leave.” 

The school was also praised for being out¬ 
standing in the safeguarding of children. One 
parent was quoted as telling the inspector: 
“The benefits of a small school where every 
child is managed as an individual cannot be 
too strongly emphasised.” 

The school now has to ensure that although 
the children do well in mathematics that they 
achieve well beyond their age expectations 
as they do in reading and writing. 

Headteacher Karen Brooker, who also cov¬ 
ers Shepton Beauchamp Primary School, said 
she was delighted with the report. 


“I am very proud of my school. The chil¬ 
dren, staff and governors are working ex¬ 
tremely hard to raise standards but at the 
same time are make learning fun. I am 
pleased that the report recognises that we pre¬ 
pare our children well for the future through 
good and outstanding lessons and through 
our creative curriculum.” 

Nigel Key, chairman of governors, added: 
“The report is excellent news and reflected 
all the hard work that the head, staff, parents, 
pupils and governors had put in since the pre¬ 
vious inspection. It was particularly good to 
note that the inspector recognised that ‘en¬ 
richment of the curriculum is extensive for 
such a small school and pupils benefit from 
trips, visitors and many extra-curricular ac¬ 
tivities, especially sport and music’. This re¬ 
port following our change to primary status 
means the school is quickly moving in a very 
positive direction.”

The daughter of a publishing rep, workaholic Yvette loves books and 
loves to be busy. She gets up before six to open the cafe for breakfast 
and lunches and goes to the shop in the afternoons. She really enjoys 
talking to the wide variety of customers she meets across the two jobs. 


• WHAT did you do before coming 
to the area? 

I started out working for WH Smith 
and at 20 was the youngest female as¬ 
sistant manager and covered a large 
area as relief cover for holidays and 
sick leave. Later I went to South Africa 
working for Harper and Collins pub¬ 
lishers and lived in a commune there 
for two years before coming back to 
open a children's bookshop within my 
parents bookshop in Wimborne. When 
they sold up I moved here. 

• WHAT do you like about Chard? 

I think the people are very friendly. I 
do walk around quite a lot and people 
will speak to you unlike some of the 
places I have lived. I meet all walks of 
life and talk to everyone the same, no 
airs and graces that's me. 

• HOW did you come to run a cafe? 
My first job in the area was at the Five 
Dials in Horton and then I was offered 
a job repping for a chap importing ter¬ 
racotta pots but he couldn't match the 
orders I secured and went bust.

Even when I go on holiday I get very 
bored after about 10 days if it is all the 
same. 

• DO you have any hobbies? 

I don't have the time at the moment 
but I find it very hard to wind down 
and relax even if I watch the telly I am 
usually doing Sudoku puzzles or 
something. I recently went to visit my 
new grandson and I had terrible fidg¬ 
ets I asked my son to give me some se¬ 
cateurs so I could cut his hedge. The 
only thing that relaxes me really is 
reading. 

• WHAT is your favourite book? 

My favourite book is the same as my 
favourite film The Godfather. I read the 


book 30 odd years ago before the film 
and thought it was fabulous. I don't 
usually go for violent films but it has 
everything, romance, intrigue the lot. 
At the moment I am re-reading the 
Georgette Heyers I read in my teens. 
We found some first editions and I 
kept them just for me. I read one then 
something else then another. 

# WHAT's new in the bookshop? 
We have just got in a new local book 
this week called'Chard and its Villages 
Through Time' by Frank Huddy and 
Jeff Farley from the publishers Amber- 
ley. It is a collection of photographs 
depicting the changes in the area, 
comparing the old black and white 
photos with the new in colour.

Oh yes, and with my father being a 
publishing rep for the north of Eng¬ 
land I used to take wheelbarrows of 
books into school because he used to 
get proofs of all the books he had to 
sell and we used to share them with 
the neighbourhood kids.

Last week, the winners of the annual 
BBC Radio 4 Food and Farming Awards 
were announced. Alongside relatively 
nearby nominees and winners (such as 
Dart's Farm, Topsham), the event cele¬ 
brated all things local; from Aberdeen 
to Andover, farmers, bakers, brewers, 
butchers and more were given recogni¬ 
tion for all they do in the name of good 
food. 

Understandably so, anyone who runs 
a business needs to turn passion into 
livelihood, but it is a joy to be reminded 
of the vast numbers of people there are 
out there who actually care - and I mean 
passionately care - about the quality of 
the food we eat, and the ethical deci¬ 
sions taken in each stage of production. 
So although the supermarket is well 
and truly with us, and something that 
we perhaps all need to use to varying 
degrees, this week I would like to en¬ 
courage you to love your local. Your 
local butcher, your local baker, your 
local farmer (and their shop), your local 
greengrocer, your local ale or cider pro¬ 
ducer. For the future of not only food, 


but the continuing stewardship of our 
heritage, tradition and countryside rests 
with these people. 

For me personally, to buy from Bower 
Hinton Farm Shop, L Gould & Son 
Butchers or Bakery Royal in Martock is 
not simply a mechanical lifestyle driven 
response of consumer choice (an ex¬ 
pression as faceless and loveless as the 
mass produced, cellophane wrapped 
produce it often offers), but a commit¬ 
ment to my local community, local way 
of life and local stewardship. So the 
chickens may be a little more expensive, 
but this only encourages one to be will¬ 
ing to use that carcass to create stock 
and soup the following day. Even if it re¬ 
quires eating said meat less often, at 
least their is a direct link back to local 
farmer who produced it rather than a 
filtration of cash to multinational 
through economies of scale, squeezing 
the pips of producers and ethics ever 
tighter. 

These views, I readily admit, tread the 
narrow line between fashionable and 
radical. I also confess total hypocrisy, for

it is not too uncommon to find me scan¬ 
ning the shelves of my local supermar¬ 
ket on the way home from work 
because, let's face it, it's too convenient. 
No, a die hard I am not. But an ambas¬ 
sador of why local is important I cer¬ 
tainly am. I enjoy a love hate 
relationship with my supermarket. They 
do offer value (whatever that means), 
choice, quality and convenience, but at 
the sacrifice of the most important 
quality of all: community. 

My local supermarket is ASDA, part of 
the Walmart group; my local farmer is 
Duncan.Tesco often has exactly the cut 
of meat I want; Mr Gould also has a 
helpful suggestion and something spe¬ 
cial from a local farm. Waitrose's bread 
range is enormous; Bakery Royal's was 
baked by the lad I watched grow up and 
is now learning his trade. When I shop 
in my supermarket I just get food; when 
I shop in my 'locals' I get involved and 
integrated into my community. 

Love where you live? Love local.

The Granary Restaurant, where we enjoyed our 
meal, has floor to ceiling glass windows overlooking 
the lake and is open every day of the year for break¬ 
fast, lunch, afternoon tea and dinner. 

Head chef Laurie Pratt came to Haselbury Mill 
from the Coombe House Hotel at Gittisham and 
Minnie says he has raised the standard of food to 
the high end of the dining experience, although she 
is keen to point out that their hospitality is very im¬ 
portant and they want to keep the prices within the 
range of most ordinary diners. Laurie tries to use 


local produce whenever possible and it is his even¬ 
tual aim to make sure all the food comes from within 
a 20-mile radius. 

The menu changes with availability and with the 


seasons. On such a cold night Philip was looking for¬ 
ward to a bowl of warming soup and he wasn't dis¬ 
appointed. The cream of wild mushroom soup (£5) 
was delicious and packed full of mushrooms, topped

topped with a drizzle of truffle oil. I love scallops and 
I chose the pan seared Lyme Bay scallops with cauli¬ 
flower puree and black pudding (£8). They were 
cooked to perfection. I have to confess that I have 
never tried black pudding before - I've never like the 
look of it - but it was very tasty, like a kind of oniony 
sausage. 

According to a survey published this week, steak 
and chips is still Britain's favourite meal and Philip is 
no exception. But this is no ordinary steak, the char¬ 
grilled sirloin (£17) comes garnished with roasted 
vine tomatoes, a tasty salad, Portobello mushroom 
and a bowl of huge chunky, crispy chips. I chose the 
roast rack of Somerset salt marsh lamb (£16). The- 
meat was pink and meltingly tender, served with my 
favourite Dauphinose potatoes, beet puree and rose¬ 
mary and mint sauce. 

Other starters on the menu that day included 
goat's cheese and spinach tart with red onion and a 
pine nut, pear and walnut salad (£5); brown and for¬ 
est smoked duch breast with cranberries, leaf salad 
and gooseberry and coriander chutney (£6); an¬ 
tipasti board with chorizo, salami, garlic sausage, pit¬ 
ted olives and winter leaf (£7); oak cured smoked 
salmon with Cornish crab, lemon mayonnaise, red 
onion, caper berries and micro leaf salad (£7). 
Steamed river Fowey mussels are also available 
cooked in pear cider with leeks, cream and served 
with warm ciabatta bread as a starter at £6 or a main 
course at £12. 

Other main courses included a seafood platter with 
smoked salmon, oak cured trout, peppered mack¬ 
erel, prawns, salad and new potatoes (£13); seared 
breast of free range duckling, fondant potato, sweet 
potato puree with orange and port jus (£15); risotto 
of wild mushrooms from Exmoor chantarelles and 
ceps, Parmesan shavings and salad (£10); grilled cod 


fillet, braised fennel, purple potatoes and spinach, 
roasted baby carrots and pepper salsa (£13); roast 
pork tenderloin, streaky bacon, black pudding, grain 
mustard mash and cider mustard sauce (14); or slow 
braised lamb shank with pesto crushed new pota¬ 
toes, honey roasted root vegetables and red wine 
jus (£12). 

We were so full up that we chose to share a dessert 
- warm poached pear with truffle and chocolate 
sauce and a mixed spice ice cream that tasted mor- 
eishly and seasonably of Christmas. 

Other desserts on offer were bitter dark chocolate 
fudge cake with clotted cream ice cream; sticky tof¬ 
fee pudding with toffee sauce; frozen lemon tart 
with clotted cream, mango yoghurt ice cream and 
glazed fig; banoffee meringue roulade with cream; 
bread and butter pudding with banana and white 
chocolate creme anglaise; or Chantilly filled prof¬ 
iteroles with dark bitter chocolate sauce. All 
desserts, plus a selection of ice creams cost £5 or 
there is a Somerset cheese board with Exmoor blue, 
Taw Valley Cheddar, Somerset brie, fruit and biscuits 
for £7. A cafetiere of coffee and mints is £2. 

We didn't trouble the wine menu as I was driving 
but there is a good range to suit all tastes and budg¬ 
ets. 

As I mentioned Haselbury Mill is open all year 
round and they have a Christmas Party Menu avail¬ 
able on request, as well as a five-course Christmas 
Day menu and a gala dinner on New Year's Eve with 
entertainment provided by Ben Waters Band. 

The ambience is warm and friendly and as the 
brochure says:"From discreet celebrations or a quiet 
pint to a 500-guest function, Haselbury Mill has the 
complete answer."
